Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Forty-fourth  Annual 
Report  relating  to  the  year  1925. 

By  the  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  Report 
for  1925  is  to  be  framed  as  a Survey  Report,  dealing  with 
Sanitary  progress,  etc.,  during  the  past  five  years. 

I can  safely  say  that  during  such  period  much  impor- 
tant and  desirable  work  has  been  accomplished  with  regard 
to  Housing,  Inspection  of  Food,  Control  of  Infectious 
Diseases,  and  other  necessary  Sanitary  requirements. 

A steam  disinfector  has  been  erected  by  the  Council, 
and  has  proved  a much-needed  improvement. 

Much  progress  with  respect  to  housing,  road-making, 
and  conversion  of  closets  has  been  effected. 

The  death-rate  during  the  five  years  has  been  low 
for  such  a district,  with  the  average  10.2,  also  the  death- 
rate  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age  per  1,000  births,  viz.,  61. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Area,  1,459  acres. 

Population  census  1921  was  18,510,  consisting  of  8,822 
males  and  9,688  females.  Population  estimated  for  1925 
was  19,320.  Population  in  1911  was  15,581. 

In  1921  the  average  number  of  persons  per  acre 
was  12.7. 

The  district  consists  of  three  Wards,  viz.,  Carlton, 
Netherfield  and  Porchester,  of  which  the  two  former  are 
situated  at  a higher  level  than  the  latter.  Netherfield, 
near  the  River  Trent,  being  but  a few  feet  above  flood 
level.  The  soil  of  Carlton  and  Porchester  consists  of  clay, 
that  of  Netherfield  gravel. 

Porchester,  with  its  extensive  gardens  and  orchards, 
is  less  densely  populated  than  Netherfield  and  parts  of 
Carlton. 

Practically  all  the  dwellings  in  Netherfield  and  Por- 
chester are  modern,  but  Carlton  contains  a number  of  old 
dwellings,  a few  of  which,  I opine,  are  only  just  fit  for 
habitation  under  present  circumstances. 

There  are  no  slums,  but  on  the  contrary  almost  every- 
where there  is  from  a fair  to  a large  amount  of  air-space. 

Each  Ward  has  its  own  recreation  ground. 

The  estimated  mileage  of  main  roads  is  2 miles, 
furlongs,  and  of  other  roads  15  miles,  furlongs. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  1921  was  4,322, 
with  the  average  of  4.3  inhabitants  per  house. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  Midsummer,  1925, 
was  4,735,  of  which  2,338  were  in  Carlton  Ward, -1,611  in 
Netherfield,  and  786  in  Porchester ; the  average  of 
inhabitants  in  the  whole  district  having  been  4.1. 


In  1924  the  average  was  4.8  per  house. 

The  ratable  value  of  the  district  in  1925  was 
;^65,227  14s.  Od.,  and  the  sum  represented  by  a penny 
rate  £185. 

The  district  contains  a large  proportion  of  workers 
in  factories  and  warehouses  within  and  outside,  on  railways 
and  the  adjacent  colliery  at  Gedling. 

With  regard  to  occupations  of  every  1,000  males  in 
j the  district  in  1921,  there  were  74  metal  workers,  including 
18  fitters.  The  proportion  of  textile  workers  was  44  ; 
railway  workers  167,  and  professional  occupations,  in- 
cluding ministers  of  religion  and  teachers,  18. 

The  rates  per  1,000  occupied  females  at  the  same 
* period,  aged  12  years  and  upwards,  were  textile  workers 
I 369,  of  which  34  were  doublers,  47  winders  ; and  makers 
1 of  textile  goods  and  articles  of  dress  19,  and  sewers  85  ; 
^ scallopers  and  lace-warehouse  hands  41  ; and  of  persons 
) engaged  in  personal,  such  as  domestic  service,  8. 

I think  these  proportions  remain  about  the  same  at 
the  present  time.

There  were  23  deaths  from  Cancer,  14  males  and 
9 females  ; and  22  from  Heart  Disease,  10  males  and 
12  females. 


Cancer  still  maintains  its  ratio  of  about  10  or  11  per 
cent,  of  deaths  from  all  causes. 

There  has  been  a continuous  decline  in  the  number 
of  births,  viz.,  370  ; as  in  1924  there  were  416  births,  and 
423  births  in  1923. 

The  birth-rates  in  this  district  were  in  1925,  as  before- 

mentioned,  19.2,;  in  1924,  21.4;  and  in  1923,  22.12. 

« 

The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1925 
was  18.3. 
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The  death-rate  was  10.9  in  1925,  as  previously  stated, 
compared  with  10.5  in  1924,  and  9.26  in  1923  ; and  in 
England  and  Wales  for  1925,  12.2. 

The  death-rate  per  1,000  births  of  infants  under 
1 year  of  age,  viz.,  59,  is  higher  than  in  1924  with  48,  and 
1923  with  40,  but  lower  than  the  average  of  England  and 
Wales  in  1925  with  75,. and  the  averages  in  this  district 
in  1922  with  64,  and  1921  with  92. 

The  amount  of  Out-door  Poor  Taw  Relief  in  this 
district  in  1925  was  approximately  ^^1,900. 

Gratuitous  medical  relief  is  well  provided  for  by  the 
Hospitals  in  Nottingham,  the  Fever  Hospital  and  Poor 
Law  Infirmary  at  Basford,  the  Small-pox  Hospital  at 
Hucknall  (towards  the  up-keep  of  which  the  Carlton 
Council  contribute),  and  the  Ransom  Sanatorium  for 
Tuberculosis. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients  admitted  from 
this  district  at  the  Basford  Fever  Hospital  is  defrayed  by 
the  Carlton  Council  as  per  agreement. 

A St.  John  Ambulance  is  kept  in  the  district  for  the 
removal  of  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  to  hospitals 
or  elsewhere,  and  ambulances  at  the  Basford  Fever 
Hospital  and  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Hucknall  are  available 
for  removals. 

Reports  of  all  Tuberculosis  cases  are  sent  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  the  County,  and,  where  desirable, 
arrangements  are  made  for  removal  to  the  Sanatorium, 
attendance  at  the  Dispensary,  in  Nottingham  or  domi- 
ciliary treatment.  Patients  at  their  homes  are  visited 
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by  County  Council  representatives  to  report  progress, 
and  give  advice,  etc.  Sanitary  conditions  and  disin- 
fection are  attended  to  by  the  Carlton  Sanitary  Inspector. 

There  is  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in 
the  district  controlled  by  the  County  Council. 

There  is  a treatment  centre  for  Venereal  cases  in 
Nottingham. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  CARLTON 
DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Whole-time  officers  are  the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary 
Inspector.  The  Medical  Officer  is  part-time.  Contribu- 
tion is  made  towards  the  salaries  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  Medical  Officer. 

The  Sanitar}’  Inspector  is  a certified  Meat  Inspector. 

All  cases,  infectious  or  not,  are,  if  necessary,  attended 
by  the  District  Nurse,  who  does  not  attend  maternity 
cases.  The  District  Nurse  is  provided  by  the  local 
Nursing  Association. 

Probably  about  6 or  7 midwives  are  practising  in 
the  district  under  the  supervision  of  County  Council 
officers.

The  case-rate  per  1,000  population  of  Scarlet  Fever 
was  3.6,  of  Diphtheria  0.6,  Pneumonia  2.4,  and  Erysipelas 
0.4.  The  case-rate  for  England  and  Wales  per  1,000  living 
for  Scarlet  Fever  was  2.36,  for  Diphtheria  1.23,  and 
Erysipelas  0.39.

There  were  8 of  the  notified  cases  of  Pulmonary  and 
1 of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  admitted  into  the 
Ransom  Sanatorium,  and  1 case  of  Pulmonary  removed 
to  Basford  during  the  year. 

The  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  cases  have  been 
efficient. 

In  1924  there  were  19  deaths  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  of  which  9 were  of  males  and  10  females. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — One  case,  which  was 
treated  at  home  in  June  without  subsequent  impairment 
cf  vision. 


CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  have  been  of  a very  mild 
character  and  no  deaths  therefrom  have  been  recorded. 
Out  of  the  70  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  no  less  than  48  were 
of  children  of  school  age,  between  5 and  15  years  cf  age. 

Influenza  and  Pneumonia  have  been  more  or  less  in 
evidence  throughout  the  year,  probable  factors  having 
been  wet  and  rapidly  changing  weather. 

The  smaller  number  of  Diphtheria  cases,  compared 
with  previous  years,  is  satisfactory.  There  were  altogether 
11  cases,  including  1 of  Membranous  Croup  in  1925  ; in 
1924  there  were  14  ; and  in  1923  no  less  than  47  cases. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria  in  1925. 

The  District  Council  provides  Diphtheria  Antitoxin 
free  for  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurring  in  the  district ; and 
sputum  for  Tubercule  and  swabs  for  Diphtheria  are 
examined  at  the  Nottingham  establishment  for  that 
purpose. 

I again  beg  to  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  your 
courtesy,  and  my  fellow-officials  for  their  co-operation.

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  for 
the  year  1925. 

New  Buildings. — Plans  for  6 houses  (other  than 
subsidy),  5 shops,  21  garages,  3 stables,  1 toolhouse, 
2 bakehouses,  alterations  to  Royal  Oak  Hotel,  Railway 
Hotel,  2 transformer  houses,  additions  to  T.  Glover  and 
Son’s  factory,  S.  Bourne  & Son’s,  drying  shed  for 
Gotham  Co. 

Sewerage. — The  sewerage  scheme  has  been  periodically 
flushed  and  cleansed.  The  two  ejector  schemes  continue 
to  work  satisfactory.  The  existing  S.W.D.  in  Victoria 
Road  and  Station  Road  have  been  cleansed. 

Plans  have  been  deposited  for  new  sewer  schemes  for 
the  Carlton  Vale  Estate  and  Marshall  Hill  Estate.  The 
pit  at  the  pumping  station  has  been  altered  to  enable 
the  screening  to  be  more  effectively  carried  out.  This 
has  been  rendered  necessary  through  the  growth  of  the 
district,  and  to  the  conversion  system. 
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W.C.  Conversions. — Practically  the  whole  of  the  earth 
closets  have  now  been  converted,  viz.,  2,574,  throughout 
the  district.  In  a number  of  cases  new  sewers  have  had 
to  be  laid,  and  exceptional  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
in  converting  those  in  the  lower  parts  of  Netherfield.  I am 
indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  valued  assistance 
in  carrying  out  this  work. 

Street  Lighting. — Fourteen  additional  lamps  have 
been  provided  at  various  points.  New  danger  posts  have 
been  erected  at  the  junction  of  Burton,  Manor  and  Gedling 
Roads. 

Eighty  lamps  were  painted  in  the  Porchester  district. 

Improvements. — Private  street  works  have  been  made 
up  and  apportionments  claimed  for  ; — Redland  Grove 
(Streets  and  Sewers)  ; Doveridge  Road  and  Avenue 
(Streets)  ; Garnet  Street. 

Cemetery  Road  Widening. — This  loan  has  now  been 
approved,  and  as  soon  as  the  tenants  can  be  re-housed  the 
work  of  demolition  will  be  carried  out. 

The  following  improvements  have  also  been  carried 
out ; — Victoria  Road  widening  (Wright  Street  to  M.R. 
crossing)  ; New  Urinal,  Main  Street,  and  laying  out  of 
land  at  rear  ; Underground  Fire  Tank  near  Bourne’s 
premises,  Victoria  Road  ; New  Conveniences  at  Free 
Library  ; Water  Supply  to  Cemetery  frgm  Chatsworth 
Avenue. 

The  new  model  Bye-laws  were  approved  by  the 
Ministry  and  brought  into  operation  in  January,  1925. 

Your  Council  have  also  adopted  Part  IV.  of  the  Public 
Health  Amendments  Act,  1890,  operating  August  25th, 
also  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925. 
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The  installation  of  the  Corporation  electricity  mains 
throughout  the  district  has  necessitated  a large  amount 
of  reinstatement  work  to  both  roads  and  footpaths,  and 
everj’^  endeavour  has  been  made  to  minimize  the  incon- 
venience and  dangers  through  subsidence.  This  work  has 
had  a serious  effect  on  the  appearance  "of  the  roads  and 
footpaths,  and  although  the  cost  has  been  claimed  from 
the  Electricity  Department  the  condition  can  never  be 
restored  until  the  whole  width  has  again  been  resurfaced. 

The  Road  Census  taken  during  the  first  week  in 
August  revealed  the  increase  in  transport  which  has  taken 
place,  no  fewer  than  14,252  vehicles  having  passed  the 
boundary  into  this  district  during  the  above-mentioned 
period. 

Additional  land  adjoining  the  Cemetery,  comprising 
Over  30  acre?,  has  been  acquired  for  extension  purposes,  etc. 
Over  70  acres  of  land,  now  used  for  allotments,  have  also 
been  acquired,  and  a loan  is  being  applied  for  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

A portion  of  the  Conway  Road  site,  comprising 
3 acres,  has  been  appropriated  for  recreation  purposes, 
and  provision  is  being  made  for  laying  out  this  site  into 
6 tennis  courts  and  2 bowling  greens.  A pavilion  is  also 
about  to  be  erected,  and  it  is  expected  the  tennis  courts 
and  one  bowling  green  will  be  in  use  during  the  coming 
season. 

Lending  Library. — The  open  access  system  of  borrow- 
ing has  continued  to  be  well  patronised.  One  hundred 
and  ten  new  books  have  been  purchased  and  72  rebound, 
and  65  additional  books  have  been  presented  to  the 
Library.  A new  Children’s  Section  has  also  been  provided 
and  the  book  shelves  curtained  off. 
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Cemetery. — The  number  of  interments  that  have 
taken  place  during  the  year  is  683,  as  against  504  in  1924. 
Of  this  number  524  were  from  outside  the  district. 

Housing. — Tenders  have  been  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  32  additional  houses  on  Conway 
Road,  16  of  these  are  already  occupied  and  the  balance 
are  in  course  of  construction.  Four  of  the  latter  are  being 
built  under  the  1923  Act  for  sale,  whilst  the  balance  are 
under  the  1924  Act  for  letting. 

Eight  additional  houses  have  also  been  approved  for 
completing  the  Standhill  Road  Scheme.  These  are  in 
hand,  and  are  to  be  erected  under  the  1923  Act  for  sale. 

External  painting  of  74  houses  erected  under  the 
Addison  Scheme  was  carried  out. 

Visits  were  made  to  Blackpool  to  inspect  the  steel- 
framed  houses,  and  to  Conferences  of  the  National  Housing 
and  Town  Planning  Council  at  Derby  and  Buxton  during, 
the  year. 

Subsidy  Scheme  (1923)  Act. — Plans  for  139  houses 
(9  bungalows)  have  been  passed,  and  125  completed  ta 
qualify  for  the  £15  lump  sum  subsidy  under  this  Act,  by 
private  enterprise. 

Town  Planning. — Following  up  the  Council’s  resolution 
authorizing  the  preparation  of  a scheme  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  Towm  Planning  Sub-com- 
mittee have,  after  considerable  forethought,  and  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  Nottingham  and  District  Joint 
Town  Planning  Advisory  Committee,  prepared  their 
preliminary  statement,  which  is  of  a very  comprehensive 
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character.  This  embodies  new  roads,  widening  of  existing 
roads,  new  building  lines,  densities  to  suit  various  localities 
(for  which  character  of  buildings  is  specified),  reservations 
for  allotments  and  recreation  grounds,  etc. 

These  improvements  may  not  be  put  in  hand  for  some 
considerable  time,  but  the  effect  of  the  scheme  will  be  to 
prevent  development  on  wrong  lines,  many  instances  of 
which  are  already  being  rectified,  having  in  mind  the 
proposals  above  suggested. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  kind  support  and 
confidence  shewn  in  the  administration  of  my  department, 
and  to  the  members  of  my  staff  for  their  excellent  and 
loyal  services  rendered  during  the  past  year.

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SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
carried  out  in  the  district  during  the  year  1925. 

Complaints. — I received  70  written  and  several  yerbal 
complaints.  Each  complaint  is  investigated  and  dealt 
with  on  its  merits.  Many  people  come  to  the  office  for 
advice  on  other  than  sanitary  matters,  and  every  assistance 
is  given  which  is  likely  to  be  useful.  The  shortage  of 
houses  is  the  cause  of  much  distress,  apart  from  its  effect 
on  the  public  health.  I am  frequently  called  upon  to 
settle  differences  between  tenant  and  sub-tenant.  I find 
it  is  only  people  who  have  children  who  are  willing  to 
sub-let  to  other  people  with  children,  and  a state  of  over' 
crowding  immediately  exists.  Owners  resent  this  owing 
to  extra  wear,  and  the  high  cost  of  repairs  and  no  extra 
rent.  People  who  have  a house  to  themselves  can  have 
no  conception  of  the  conditions  under  which  those  unfor- 
tunate people  exist.  Rows  of  houses  on  pre-war  lines, 
at  cheap  rents,  is  the  only  remedy.  None  of  these  people 
can  afford  or  obtain  the  present  type  of  Council  house  with 
all  its  amenity. 

General  Work. — I have  served  5 formal  and  296 
informal  notices  respecting  nuisances,  and  246  notices  ta 
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provide  dust-bins.  It  is  not  eas}^  to  get  repairs  executed, 
builders  and  their  workmen  prefer  new  work.  The  con- 
tinued high  cost  of  material  and  labour,  against  the 
restricted  increase  in  rent,  makes  the  ownership  of 
old  cottages  unprofitable,  and  some  owners  are  as  poor 
as  their  tenants.  At  the  same  time  it  is  important  that 
the  life  of  property  should  be  prolonged  till  a better  state 
of  housing  can  be  obtained.  Five  hundred  and  sixty-nine 
notices  were  complied  with,  including  those  left  over  in 
1924,  and  36  were  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
Much  of  my  time  was  spent  in  connection  with  the  con- 
version of  pail  closets. 


Infectious  Diseases. — There  were  86  houses  disinfected 
after  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  and  50  steam 
disinfections.  The  County  Council  investigate  cases  of 
Tuberculosis,  but  we  supply  disinfectant,  issue  leaflet, 
steam  disinfect  bedding  on  removal  or  death  of  patients, 
have  windows  made  to  open  where  faulty,  and  render 
what  assistance  we  can. 

Slaughterhouses. — There  are  1 registered  and  6 
licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  two  are  seldom 
used.  One  butcher  has  temporary  permission  to  slaughter 
in  buildings  which  are  not  licensed.  The  slaughterhouses 
have  been  kept  reasonably  clean,  and  the  Bye-laws 
observed  with  few  exceptions.  Care  is  taken  to  supply 
animals  with  water  and  food  when  necessary,  and  I have  not 
found  any  evidence  of  cruelty,  except  one  instance,  and 
although  the  police,  the  owner  and  myself  made  enquiries 
'we  failed  to  find  the  person  who  had  caused  it. 
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Meat  Regulations. — The  Meat  Regulations  are  being 
observed  by  the  butchers,  and  1 stall  which  was  not 
satisfactory,  owing  to  unpaved  surroundings,  has  been 
replaced  by  a wood  structure.  I have  had  occasionally 
to  warn  van-drivers  for  careless  covering  of  meat  in  transit. 
Every  butcher  was  supplied  with  a copy  of  the  Meat 
Regulations,  and  I am  at  their  service  to  examine  meat 
at  any  time. 

Offensive  Trades. — There  are  22  fried  fish  shops, 
1 tripe  boiler,  and  1 marine  store  in  the  district.  Visits 
have  been  paid  at  irregular  intervals,  and  the  foods  found 
to  be  wholesome  and  premises  satisfactory.  No  com- 
plaints have  been  made  of  any  premises  being  a nuisance. 

Unsound  Food. — The  slaughterhouses,  food  shops, 
and  hawkers’  carts  are  kept  under  constant  supervision 
for  the  detection  of  diseased,  unsound,  or  unwholesome 
food. 

The  butchers  supply  first-class  meat,  and  have 
rendered  me  every  assistance  in  dealing  with  carcases  and 
meat  found  to  be  affected  with  disease  and  otherwise 
unfit  for  food.  They  have  accepted  my  judgment  without 
question,  and  only  on  one  occasion  was  it  found  necessary 
to  obtain  a Justice’s  order.  While  one  cannot  be  too 
strict  in  dealing  with  the  food  supply,  the  -honest  trader 
should  feel  he  has  no  one  to  fear. 

Shopkeepers  are  not  as  careful  as  they  might  be  in 
immediately  removing  unsound  fruit  and  tinned  goods. 
There  is,  however,  no  inducement  to  sell  unsound  tinned 
goods,  as  they  are  readily  exchanged  or  allowed  for  by 
the  wholesale  vendors. 
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The  following  foods  were  destroyed,  at  my  request, 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption  : —

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. — There  are  4 cow- 
sheds, and  17  dairies  and  milkshops. 

Four  persons  are  registered  as  cowkeepers,  and 
48  persons  as  retail  purveyors  of  milk. 

The  majority  of  purveyors  of  milk  sell  very  little  milk 
from  their  premises,  and  cannot  be  considered  as  keeping 
a dairy  or  milkshop. 

I found  it  necessary  to  get  the  owner  of  Valley  Farm, 
where  there  are  28  cows,  to  improve  the  drainage  of  the 
premises  by  making  a brick  cesspit  and  fitting  it  with  a 
chain  pump,  so  that  liquid  filth  can  be  collected  and 
carted  away. 

Improvements  have  been  made  to  two  dairies,  and 
generally  the  premises  have  been  found  satisfactory. 
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Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. — There  aie  29 
factories,  24  workshops,  and  13  bakehouses  in  the  district. 
New  w.c’s  have  been  provided  at  2 factories.  One  new 
bakehouse  and  other  improvements  carried  out. 

Outworkers’  Premises. — There  are  9 firms  emplojdng 
46  outworkers,  and  2 contractors  employing  6 outworkers. 

I have  had  occasion  to  warn  contractors  for  infringe- 
ments of  the  Act,  but  omission  was  due  to  ignorance  of 
the  law.  The  premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory, 
and  no  infectious  disease  occurred  on  outworkers’  premises. 

Petroleum  Acts. — There  are  1 1 premises  licensed  for 
the  storage  of  petroleum,  and  3 for  the  storage  of  carbide 
of  calcium. 

Six  of  these  premises  are  fitted  with  up-to-date  under- 
ground storage  tanks,  thereby  reducing  the  risk  of  fire  to 
a minimum.  License-holders  exercise  every  precaution, 
and  there  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. — A few  com- 
plaints have  been  received  of  rats  invading  premises. 
Occupiers,  however,  have  dealt  with  them  without  the 
necessity  of  serving  any  notices.  Rat  hunts  have  been 
made  on  the  Council  tips  with  fair  results.  We  hope  for 
better  results  in  future. 

Rag  Flocks  Act,  1911. — There  are  3 upholsterers’ 
premises  in  the  district,  who  do  repair  work  chiefly.  They 
use  sterilised  flocks,  and  there  was  no  necessity  to  take  any 
samples. 
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Fabrics  (Misdescription)  Act,  1913. — There  is  no 
demand  for  non-flammable  goods  in  this  district,  and 
traders  do  not  stock  such  material. 

Street  Lighting. — There  are  351  street  lamps  in  the 
district,  95  of  which  are  left  lighted  all  night.  Four  men 
are  engaged  lighting  and  cleaning  lamps  in  winter  and 
1 during  the  summer.  There  has  been  a few  accidents 
causing  damage  to  street  lamps,  but  in  every  case  claims 
for  damage  have  been  met.  The  lighting  of  this  district 
compares  very  favourably  with  neighbouring  districts. 

Gas  Regulation  Act,  1920. — During  the  first  quarter 
6 tests  were  made  at  the  Nottingham  Eastcroft  Gas  Works 
for  pressure,  purity  and  calorific  value.  The  declared 
value  of  the  Nottingham  Corporation  gas  is  475  British 
thermal  units  per  cubic  foot,  supplied  at  not  less  than  two 
inches  (of  water)  pressure,  and  free  from  sulphuretted 
hydrogen.  The  average  calorific  value  for  the  quarter 
was  476.0  B.T.U.  per  cubic  foot.  Pressure  exceeded  two 
inches,  and  the  gas  found  to  be  free  from  sulphuretted 
hydrogen.  The  gas  is  not  now  tested  by  this  authority. 
It  is,  however,  tested  by  all  other  Councils  using  the  gas, 
and  so  far  as  I am  aware  the  standard  has  been  maintained.
